2. GA PRESIDENT AMERASHINGHE OPENED UNRWA PLEDGING 
CONFERENCE (AD HOC COMMITTEE OF GA FOR ANNOUNCEMENT OF 
VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIOONS TO UNRWA) NOV 24 BY CALLING ATTENTION 
TO UNRWA'S PRECARIOUS FINANCIAL SITAUTION AND URGING 
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GENEROUS CONTRIBUTIONS TO MEET AGENCY'S NEEDS, PARTICULARLY 
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IN LIGHT OF EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDTITURES THAT WILL BE 
REQUIRED IN LEBANON. UNRWA COMMISSIONER-GENERAL SIR JOHN RENNIE 
BRIEFLY SUMMARIZED CURRENT FINANICAL SITUATION AS OUTLINED 
IN DETAIL IN SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE UNRWA DEBATE AND 
SAID THERE HAD BEEN NO SIGNIFICANT CHANGES SINCE THAT TIME,

PERCENT INCREASE OVER 1976).

4. AT CONCLUSION, RENNIE EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR PLEDGES, 

ESPECIALLY FOR THOSE THAT HAD BEEN INCREASED. HE ASKED DELS 
WHO HAD ANNOUNCED REGULAR BUT NOT SPECIAL CONTRIBUTIONS TO 
REQUEST GOVERNMENTS TO CONSIDER RENEWING LATTER AS WELL. 

OTHER WISE, HE WARNED, FINANCIAL CRISIS WOULD OCCUR EARLY 
IN 1977. FOLLOWING MEETING, UNRWA (VAN WIJK) TOLD DELOFF THAT 
UNRWA UNOFFICIALLY ESTIMATES TOTAL DOLLAR VALUE OF PLEDGES 
AT ROUGHLY $62 TO $63 MILLION.
